M A K IN O A CARDIÑAL. 
Dll tiie day .appointed, we drove to tlio Vatican, 
wiiero the conclave was held. 
T he magnificent Sala 
R e^ia was elegtintly fitted up for the occasion : a chair 
o f slate and canopy were placed on a plalforni wtlli 
utejts in front. 
On each side of the hall were a double 
row of raised seats for tho Cardinals, the whole covered 
with crimson cloth ; galleries were erected for ladies 
and striingers, vvho were admitted hy ticl.ets. 
ih e Cai- 
dtnals, in iheir fall canonicals and rich robes, to«,li their 
seats by seniority on the u|)per row, while tbeir gentlo- 
Hian attendants sat on the lower one, each in front of 
his own superior. 
On the entruiice of the I’tipe, at­ 
tended by the Senator of Hom e, church dignitaries, no­ 
bles, & c,, the conclave rose and received him standing, 
and on being seated, prayers were odered up. 
A pro­ 
clamation vvas then made, inlim itir.g his Holiness’s 
pleasure, to call two Cardinals to hi# councils. 
One of 
the Cardinals elect was introduced, supported hy two 
Other Cardinals, 
llis patent o f creation was read, 
after which he did homage, and swore repeatedly to the 
I’ontiir, who then placed the red hat on hi« head, im ­ 
mediately taking it off again, as the final delivery of this 
distinctive emhloiti of a Cardinal is reserved for a par­ 
ticular ceremony at the residence of those newly elected. 
T h e same forms and ceremonies having been gone 
through in respect to the second Cardinal, they were 
both congratulated, and received the ‘kiss of peace’ from 
each o f the Cardinals in succe.ssion. 
’J’he Pope then 
l^ave hit benediction and retired ; on which the conclave 
vvf.s dissolved. 
T his superior council of the llom an 
Poutin'had a venera hie and imposing appearance—-all 
the proceedings were conducted wiili great solemnity. 
T he R ieevim ento or ceremony o f receiving the hat 
by Cardinals elect, always takes j«lace the same even- 
iuff •— but at this time a more private than a public af- 
fiur^ (inly parliculur friends, and the principal Roman 
nobility, vvith their famlies, are iiivitod. 
All the Cardi 
nais and public functionaries, however, who convenient 
ly can do so, are invited to iiUcnd. W e vvent with Car­ 
dinal W 
who proceeded in hi.s state carriage, 
and his suite in two others, to the P a la t z n M adam e^ 
the olli«‘ial residence o f the new Cardinal, (jiim aldi, 
then (Governor o f Rome, 
ile was received with ail the 
customary honors duo to 
his rank ; the superb stair­ 
case was lined with attendants hearing wax fights, and 
guards of honor were stationed at the principal entrance 
and landing places. 
After passing lliruugh a suite of 
aparLiiients, w e were ushered into a splendid saloon, 
where the new Cardinal, in the undress ut 
his rank (a 
black habit with red edgings) was receiving his visitors. 
V7e wore each separately presented. 
T his palace hav­ 
ing been built by Catherine de .Medici, retains the name. 
It is highly decorated in a massive and neat stylo.
